BIG CHANGES MADE 
IN BONUS MEASURE 


Washington, May 31.—The house 
soldiers’ bonus bill amended in sev- 
eral important particulars, but the 


much-discussed bank loan provision 
retained was approved today by the 
senate finance committee by a vote 
of 9 to 4. Chairman McCumber pro- 
posed to report the measure to the 
senate within a few days, and said 
he hoped to get action on it before 
the passage of the tariff bill. 

The more important alterations 
itnde in the house measure were: 

The changing of the effective date 
of the legislation from next October 
1 to January 1, 1923. 

Removal of the time limitation on 
the filing of applications by world 
war veterans for adjusted service com- 
pensation. 

Abandonment of the _ reclamation 
plan and the substitution of the pro- 
vision under which veterans would be 
given prefererice in making entry on 
public or Indian lands when opened 
to entry. ) 

Elimination of the forfeiture pro- 
vision under which veterans failing to 
repay loans made by banks of the gov- 
ernment on adjusted service certi- 
ficates would have forfeited their cer- 
tificates. 

Under the amended bill such vet- 


erans could reclaim their certificates 


at any time before their maturity 
twenty years from the date of issue 


upon payment of the sum they were 


in default plus interest at 4 1-2 
per cent compounded annually.

’ CHILDREN AND AUTOS. 
The deplorable accident in which 


a 9-year-old boy was instantly killed 
as a result of being run over by an 
automobile driven by another little 
boy through the streets of Atlanta 
last Tuesday, tragically calls atten- 
tion to two patent defects in our 


code of activities directed toward 
the prevention of traffic accidents: 
One, our failure to adequately im- 
press upon the minds of our chil- 
dren the necessity of care and pre- 
caution in venturing up@n the ave- 
nues of vehicular traffic; the other, 
our failure to enforce the state and 
city law against permitting any 
child under 16 years of age to drive 
an automobile. 
According to the news version 
of the accident, a lad of- fifteen 
years was driving a high-powered 
automobile and “racing with an. 
othet machine,” and “the victim 
was crossing the street, and in an 
effort to dodge another car which 
was going in the opposite direc- 
tion,” he stepped into the pathway 
of the speeding vehicles and was 
knocked down and killed by the 
car driven by the boy. 
There are streets in Atlanta, used 
regularly as traffic thoroughfares 
—as they are intended to be— 
which are veritable playgrounds 
for children; and, considering the 
fact that it is also a common prac- 
tice for little boys and little girls, 
well under the statutory age of six- 


the only wonder is that such dis- 
tressing accidents are of not even 
more frequent occurrence! 

An automobile certainly is dan- 
gerous enough when in the hands 
of an adult driver—one in posses- } 
sion of all of his faculties, with 
mature judgment, reasoning power 
énd discretion. 

In charge of a mere child, it is 
a source of peril on the streets 
and a positive menace to the public 
safety. 

The laws against permitting chil- 
dren to drive automobiles, and 
against speeding, as well as the un- 
written understanding that per- 
sonal safety shall be systematical- 
ly taught in our public schools, are 
all designed to protect the com- 
munity. .

It was learned Wednesday from a 
member of the board of education who 
declined to be quoted in the newspa- 
pers at this time, that a fight most 
likely will be launched in council to 
modify the amendment approved —1n 
the charter election Tuesday which 
provides an increase of the bdard 
of education ‘from five members to 
one member from each ward, 

The same commissioner said that 
should the effort at modification fail 
in the counci) the amendment will be 
attacked when it reaches the legisla- 
ture this summer, 

Jt was: rumored that the parent- 
teacher associations are ready to back 
opposition to the amendment before 
the legislature, ‘but leaders of the 
parent-teacher bodies would give out 
nothing for publication. 

According to information learned by 
a Constitution representative, a board 
of education of six members is favor- 
ed. The amendment, if carried 
through, would make the board to 
consist of twelve commissioners. 

This is entirely too large and un- 
wieldy a body, declare some school 
officials, and the board would become 
as much of a political assembly as 
the council is now. 

They say that duties of the board 
should be concentrated in not more 
than six commissioners,

Beautiful Traditions Are 
Preserved in Book Written 
‘by Dr. Knight. 


No part of the United. States is 
richer in Indian legendary history 


than the Blue Ridge mountain sec- 
tions of north Georgia, which are 
now being visited by a party of gov- 
ernment’ highway and forestry of- 
ficials under the auspices of The 
Constitution. Many of the beautiful 
traditions of the Cherokee Indians, 
who once lived in this section, have 
been preserved in Dr. Lucian Lamar 
Knight’s information book, “Georgia 
Landmarks, Memorials and Legends,” 

In Dr. Knight’s book many “of the 
seenes of the legends are laid in the 
very section now being visited by the 
officials. Included in the list are “The 
Legend of Hiawassee,” “The Cherokee 
Rose,” “The Legend of Lovers’ Leap,” 
“Yahula, re Ustutli, * “The Search 
for the Uktena,” and “The Enchanted 
Mountain.” ‘ 

Since many Atlanta people go every 
summer to the pretty Nacoochee Val- 
ley, in White county, the story of 
how it obtained its name is of par- 
ticular interest. 

How Name Was Given. 

Long before Columbus sailed for 
the then unknown shores of America, 
the Cherokee Indians lived in north 
Georgia. In the peaceful vaMey now 
called Nacoochee a beautiful Indian 
maid lived at that time, and her 
name was “Nacoochee,”’ ‘and the val- 
ley obtained its present name from 
ber. \ 
Nacoochee, according to the legend, 
fell in love with the son of 
chieftain of a hostile tribe. Her lover 
was’ named Laceola, and they held 
clandestine meetings frequently 
where they vowed to each other eter- 
nal love. The father of Nacoochee, 
became terribly 
angered when he discovered that his 
daughter was in love with the hgstile 
chieftain’'s son. One night the Maiden 
| was missed from her tent. 

“The old chief commanded his war- 
riors to pursue the fugitive,” the 
legend reads. “They found her with 
Laceola, the son of a hated race. In 
an instant an arrow was aimed at 
his breast. Nacoochee sprang before 


her own heart.’ Her lover was stupe- 
tied. He made no resistance and his 
blood mingled with hers. The lovers 
were buried in the same grave and a 
lofty mound was raised to mark the 
spot. Deep grief seized the old chief 
and his people, and the valley was 
ever afterward called Nacoochee Val- 
ley. ‘The mound which marks the 
trysting place and the grave of the 
maiden and her betrothed, surmount- 
ed“by a solitary pine, are still to be 
seen, and form one of the most inter- 
esting features of the landscape of 
this lovely vale.” 
Legend of Hiawassee.

71.8 Per Cent. Normal 


Journal of Commerce Re- 
views Damage Caused by 
the Bad Weather and 
Weevils. 


BY THE JOURNAL OF COM- 
MERCE, 

New York, May 31.— (Spe 

cial.) —Generally unfavorable weather 


throughout the cotton belt during the 
month of May tended to prevent any 
further increase in acreage. <Accord- 
ing to estimates of nearly 1,600 com- 
petent and trustworthy correspond- 
ents of this journal, under an aver- 
age date of May 24, the increase in 
acreage is now placed at 8.4 per cent, 
as against 11 per cent indicated last 
month. This showing compares well 
with that of June 1, a year ago, at 
which time a reduction of 27.9 per 
cent was reported, but is a disap- 
pointment to those looking for a large 
increase, since it indicates approxi- 
mately 28,747,000 acres planted 

With the exception of 1921. when 
there was a drastic cut to 25,598,000) 
acres, it is the smallest acreage in 
several years. In 1920... 35,504,000: 
acres were planted; in 1918, 37,207.- 
000 .acres, and 386,052,000 acres in 
1916. \ Large acreages were planted 
in the years 1913 and 1911, amounting 
to 37,458.000 and 36,681,000, respec- 
tively. The next smallest to the pres- 
ent estimate was in 1915, with a 
total of 32,107,000 acres. 


Indicated Yield, 


Just what may be expected from 
this acreage is a much discussed topic, 
and estimates range from 8,000, 
hales to as high as 12,500,000 bales; 
although at this time such estimates |, 
are manifestly little more than 
guesses, ¢specially as planting is not 
vet completed. Following the gov- 
ernment’s method of calewWation, the 
indicated yield will be about 9,564.- 
O11 bales, based on the final offi- 
cial estimate of acreage, which come 
pares with an actual production of 7,- 
962,530 bales last year, 11,322,7% 
bales in 1911, 12,040,532 bales. the 
year before that, and 16,134.930 bales 
in the high record year of 1914. 

It is becoming increasingly evident, 
however, as pointed out in our last 
report. that this crop will be quite 
as difficult to gauge as its immediate 
predecessors, Notwithstanding the 
lateness of the season, which now av- 
erages 15 days late for the entire 
belt, farmers in many sections are 
planting and replanting steadily in a 
determined effort to obtain a stand, 
Should the weather olear. it would un- 
doubtedly mean a considerably larger 
increase in acreage than is now appar- 
ent. On the other hand, if the cloudy, 
showery conditions of the past few 
weeks persist, present estimates may 
have to again he reduced. 

Percentage Condition Improves, 


As to percentage condition, the out- 
look is more encouraging, and the av- 
erage for the belt is 71.8 per cent, 
as against 68.8 per cent last year, 
and 68.0 per cent in 1920. It, how- 
ever, compares with a 10-year average 
of 76.6 per cent and, with the two 
exceptions just hoted, is the poorest 
since rete which time a per cent 
condition of 69.0 was reported.’ In 
the corresponding month of 1919 per- 
orarene conditions was estimated at 

5 and in 1918, 21.2. For the year 
i918 the condition figure was 80.5 
per cent and 83.8 per cent in 1911. 

A careful perusal of this mofth’s 
returns leaves little room for doubt 
that the chief cause for lowéring in- 
stead of adding to the estimate of 
acreage increase is the ettremely un- 
favorable climatic. conditions encount- 
ered thus far. Complaints from 
practically all parts of the cotton belt 
have been either of intermittent show- 
ers or heavy continuous rains, ac- 
companied after by unseasonably low 
temperatures and here and there hail 
and wind storms, To this must he 
added the overflow from the Missis- 
sippi and Arkansas rivers, also in 
part of Texas, rdjacent to the Brazos, 
which has resulted”\in the flooding 
of thousands of acres’of valuable cot- 
ton lands. 

Large areas of the valley sections| 
are still under water, it is an 
onen question as to whether these con- 
ditions can be remedied in time to 
nlant any cotton at all. Farmers in 
those parts are said, wherever the 
land is at all workable. to he plant- 
ing a second and even a third time: 
but there ie beginning to be talk of 
the possibility of having to abandon 
large ‘tracts of this flooded ground. 
unless -the situation improves radi- 
cally in the next week or two, 
Weevils Spreading. 

All this seems to add materially to 
the weevil meance. Many correspond- 
ents are extremely pessimistic on the 
sub and assert that enormoue 
losses are almost inevitable.
